THE OREGON WITH SAMPSON'S FLEET. 


WASHINGTON, May 18.—The safety of the Oregon is now well nigh assured, and there is reason to believe that the department was Informed today that she had Joined Samp* 


son's fleet, though no official admission on this point could be made. It is believed that the big battleship left Bahia on the night of the 10th or morning of the llth. The 
same average speed made on the way around Cape Horn would place her'in the windward'passage today. If this beliel is well-founded, the department will be relieved of a great 
load of apprehension and it will be able to proceed at once to the prosecution of a plan of campaign that was very desirable, but impossible of execution so long as the safety of 
the Oregon was at stake.

WASHINGTON, May IS.^The com- 


plete Isolation of General Blanco from 
the outside world Is now looked upon 
by leading military and naval authori- 
ties as an essential movement to be 
executed at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. The pressing need of this has 
become apparent within the last few 
d-ays. since General Blanco Is known 
to have been in constant cable com- 
munication with the Admiral of the 
Spanish squadron and also with Mad- 
rid, He has thus been an intermediary 
between the government and the admi- 
ral, informing them of his own needs 
and advising them on matters of policy. 
The authorities here feel the need of 
bringing this communication to a close, 
and official inquiry has developed that 
there will be little difficulty in Isolat- 
ing General Blanco if the necessary 
steps are energetically taken. 


Havana's communication 
with the 


outside world Is carried on by means 
of five distinct cable lines. 
Two of 


them run to the United States and are, 
of course, closed against General Blan- 
co. The remaining three cable exits 
from Havana are by way of Santiago 
on the south coast of Cuba. Havana Is 
connected by two land lines with San- 
tiago and also by one shore cable with 
Santiago. The actual departure of ca- 
bles from Cuba occurs at Santiago, two 
of the lines running thence 'to Jamaica 
and one to Hayti. When a. message has 
once left Cuba by one of the three lines 
still open It has no less than six differ- 
ent routes It can adopt after leaving 
Jamaica or Hayti. 
At Jamaica one 


.route goes to Cofon, Cape Verde islands, 
and thence to Spain; a second route 
poes to Bermuda. Halifax, and thence 
to Spain; a third route goes to Venezu- 
ela, Pernambuco, 
Cape Verde, 
and 


thence to Spain; a fourth route goes to 
the Windward islands, Dutch Guiana, 
Pernambuco, Cape Verde and Spain. 
From Haytl there are two routes, one 
to Venezuela, Pernambuco, Cape Verde 
and Spain, and a second by way of the 
Windward islands to British Gulama, 


The authorities here have, with much 
labor, figured out all of these various 
means by which General Blanco can 
keep up his communication. They are 
satisfied that the three cables running 
to Santiago are the routes from which 
all the various branches spring, and 
if this tri-ple route is cut the entire sys- 
tem of Cuba and the outside world wU! 
be at an end. 
Santiago is not a strongly fortified 


town, and It Is believed there would be 
little danger In attempting the cutting 
of the three cables at that point. 


The right to cut these cables is not 
doubted by the authorities, although 
most of them are British cables. 
I The chief signal officer, General Gree- 
,-rey, first advanced the principle that in 
time of war the right existed to de- 


stroy property found In an enemy's 
territory, and in the case of cables that 
right existed to destroy them within 
three 
marine 
leagues 
constituting 


Spain's Jurisdiction. The principle has 
now been accepted and is the policy 
on which the Government is acting. 
When the cables at Santiago will be 
cut is not disclosed, but there is strong 
pressure towards having the work done 
immediately, for until it is done Gen- 
eral Blanco maintains his communica- 
tion and Is thus enabled to .embarrass 
the operations of theimUitary anti:ijavai 
forces.

"At tho recent action oft Clenfuegos 
Lieutenant Southerland commanded the 
Eagle, Ltieutenant WInslow the steam 
launches and sailing launches from the 
Nashville and Marblehead, T/lth Lieuten- 
ant A. E. Andersen second in command 
There were four boats used, and their 
orders were to drae for and cut the ca- 
bles oft Clenfuegos, under the protection 
of the suns of tho Nashville and Marble- 
head.' The four launches then drammed 
for and succeeded in cutting the cablen 
The cable house was dostroyed_ by tha 
suns. A small ta-shore cable was found, 
but an infantry force with a Maxim gun 
at a distance- of only 160 yards, kopt up 
such a hot fire as to prevent this cable 
being grappled, especially as the enemy 
retreated Into1 the •-ravines . where, they 
could no longer be reached by tho fire 


from the ships. The enemy having final- 
ly concealed themselves in the light- 
house and opened fire en the boats from 
that point, the ships opened fire upon the 
lighthouse and destroyed it. 
"Lieutenant Wlnslow was wounded in 


the hand. Patrick Began, private ma- 
rine, was killed. Ernest Suntzenlch, ap- 
prentice, has since died. Six other men 
were wounded. 
"I cannot speak in too high praise of 


the officers an<* men engaged in the four 
Doats in cutting the cables. Their work 
was perfected with- tho utmost coolness 
and Intrepidity under the most trying cir- 
cumstances, and I shall later have the 
honor to call special attention to their 
conduct.

ISO", and how it may be amended, 
Is one which, if considered in de- 
tail, would overtax tho patienco 
and exhaust valuable time of the 
convention, 
because

possible for any act of such great 
importance as a County Govern- 
ment Act to be drawn so that im- 
perfections should not exist. There 
are 
undoubtedly many 
amend- 


ments that could bo offered that 
would result in bringing about a. 
more economical and satisfactory 
administration of public affairs: 


It is therefore my purpose to 


confine this paper to tho consider- 
ation of but 
one- section of tho 


County Government Act, viz: Art. 
421-i of Sec. 2.7. County Government 
Act, 1593. This section reads as fol- 
lows: 


"To levy a special road fund tax. 


' not to exceed two (2) mills on the 


one dollar of assessed valuation, 
on all the property in such coun- 
ties, outside, of any incorporated 
city or town. Such tax shall be in 
addition to all taxes otherwise pro- 
vided for, and the fund so created 
shall be expended for the construc- 
tion and maintenance of the main 
public roads or county highways 
in tho several road districts, in pro- 
portion to the amount collected 
from such districts." 


Prior to the last session of tha 


I-.eirIslature at which it was amend- 
ed the words "outside of any in- 
corporated city or town'' did not 
appear, and it was left to tho juds- 
ment of tho Board of Supervisors 
in fixing annually the rate ot taxa- 
tion to provide, if in their judg- 
ment advisable, for the levying ot 
a tax of two mills on the dollar o" 
the assessed valuation of the prop- 
erty of the county for th^ con- 
struction and maintenance of the 
tnaln public roads cr county high- 
ways In the several road districts. 


In each and every county ot tho 


State, there arc highways connect- 
ing centers of population nnrl in- 
ftnf-ncf? over which there is a great 
deal of travel and much traflic. 
and these main highways -should 


' be kept in tho best possible condi- 


tion as a matter of convenience, 
comfort and economy for the citi- 
senss and taxpayers. PJach and ev- 
ery Supervisor must bo credited 
with a desire to have the roads in 
his district kept in as perfect con- 
dition as the funds will allow, and 
nlso a desire to satisfy and to ben- 
efit his constituents. 
Kach and 


rvery Supervisor who represents 
Supervisorial districts other than 
those within tho limits of incorpo- 
rated cities arifl towns, takes the 
prerxleFt interest in the condition 
of roads In his district, and the 


- only obstacle* that presents itself 


is the too frequent lock of funds 
to make a satisfactory showing. 


The people, too, not knowing the 


difficulties with which a represen- 
tative has to contend, aro too like- 
ly to criticize and to blame for a 
condition 
which 
exists 
through 


the failure to have provided t'ne 
necessary funds to do with, and 
nothing Is moro discouraging to a 
conscientious member of the Boanl 
of Supervisors of a county than to 
have to bear such criticism, when 
a moment's careful consideration 
of the matter on the part of the 
taxpayer would convince him that 
the fault was not with tho repre- 
sentative, but with those who tail 
to provide him with the necessary 
means. 
Again, too, in counties 


•where there arc- large cities*, tho 
taxpayers of the rural districts 
have just cause for complaint at 
the unequal Evstem provided for 
the raising of funds for the main- 
tenance and construction of public 
roads or county highways. 
Over 


those main public roads thousand.-; 
of people who live In cities pass to 
and fro, and large tra/nc is con- 
ducted that inures to the benefit ot 
the inhabitant!! of the cities, bene- 
fits its merchants, its business men 
and

contributes to the 


wealthy taxpayer?) and those who 
own valuable properties in the cen- 
ters of those cities in'Which com- 
mercial business is transacted, and 


. yet not a dollar is contributed by 


those large centers of population

all that the city of Oakland would 
he greatly benefited by trade with 
Contra Costa 
county, and that 


the 
farmers 
and 
taxpayers of 


Contra Costa county would be pro- 
portionately benefited. 


Tho Board of Superlvosrs of Uif.ua 


two counties have taken all possi- 
ble steps to help out the project, 
but the funds available as far as 
-Alameda county is concerned, are 
insufficient to moro than construct 
the apijroaches to the mouths of 
the proposed tunnel, and owing to 
this unforti.'.nilte provision in re- 
gard to the expenditures of mon- 
eys on roads, and thu lack of an 
equitable division of the burdens of 
taxation, the only way by whicn 
the tunnel can be constructed at 
present is V.y subscription, but -.his 
method does not meet with the ap- 
proval of the people, it belnj; the 
prevailing opinion of the majority 
of taxpayers that the entire coun- 
ty should bear this expense), and 
the result is that it is Impossible to 
make the desired improvement, and 
in so doing greatly benefit the peo- 
ple of the respective localities. 


If Art. W/i of Sec. 25, County 


Government Act, 1893, had not been 
amended, il would have been possi- 
ble by tho imposition of the two 
mills tax to have obtained ample 
means to malje 
the desired im- 


provement. This is only ono of tho 
several instances that pan be cited 
in our county where, if the funds 
were at hand, improvements could 
be made that would greatly beneilt 
the taxpayers, and, too, through 
the levying of the tax on all the 
property of the county, insignifi- 
cant as regards the- individual tax- 
payer, and yet one that- would 
realize an amount of money ample 
for the carrying out of projects 
that would benefit all affected. 


I would therefore offer for your 


consideration this item in onr pres- 
ent County Government Act, and 
suggest ond urge upon each mem- 
ber present, and upon the members 
of the Boards of Supervisors and 
upon the representatives 
of 
the 


next Legislature, the importance of 
and the necessity of laboring to- 
gether for the substitution of Art, 
4'JV-: of Sec. 2n of the County Gov- 
ernment Act of 1S93 in place of the 
present section under which we ure 
compelled to act. Not only do I 
feel certain that the people will, 
in the future, be greatly benefited 
by such action on the part of the 
legislature, but that it will result 
in bringing about a condition of af- 
fairs that will relievo the members 
of the several Boards of Super- 
visors in tho State from the burden 
of unjust criticism which they are 
at present compelled to endure. 


I am aware of the existence- and 


purposes of the Stata Bureau of 
Highways. 
Any organized 
effort 


for the improvement of the main 
thoroughfares of the State is ac- 
ceptable. At the same time, the 
boards 
in 
the 
several 
counties 


should have some moneys In addi- 
tion provided 'for the purpose ot 
Improving and maintaining main 
highways. 


It has occurred to me that, as 


the State Bureau of Highways is 
supposed to be cognizant of the 
purposes of legislation enacted at 
th"! last Legislature, it might bo 
well for this convention to call 
•upon the members of that body, if 
any are present, to explain why tha 
action in regard to Article 42'4 was 
taken by the last Legislature, and 
whether it won with 
their 
ap- 


proval. 


"We are all hero for the purpose 


of advising together, and by an. 
Interchange of ideas hope to ac- 
quire such knowledge as will ba 
beneficial to all, and possibly a 
discussion with the members of the 
bureau will be most helpful and 
beneficial. 


Let me here observe that the 


Legislature should also change the 
law so as to do away with what 
amounts to a misnomer, viz: tho 
designation 
General Road Fund. 


This 
designation 
misleads 
and 


causes the impression to prevail 
that the taxpayers of tho entire 
county contrlbutfl for the main- 
tenance and construction of coun- 
ty roads and highways, when us a 
fact within incorporated cities and 
towns the taxpayers rto not con- 
tribute a cent except for sprink- 
ling and bridge work. 
The fund 


should be known as tho Emer- 
gency Fund. Its purpose of course 
should be for the assistance of the 
weak districts or for thu improve- 
ment 
end maintenance of main 


highways when, in the judgment 
of the board, assistance is needed, 


TO-DAY'S SESSION.

C. JORDAN'S ADDRESS. 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of 


the Convention: To me has been 
assigned the task of presenting a 
paper upon "The Duties and Re- 
sponsibilities of the Clerk of the 
•Board of Supervisors." • 


I will consider the course to be 


pursued by a County Clerk acting 
as ex-offlclo Clerk of the Board, of 
Supervisors, as tho law provides. 


The best interests of the people 


are subserved by the personal at- 
tendance of the County Clerk at all 
sessions of the Board of Super- 
visors. No Deputy should act for 
him. 
The duties to be discharged 


are in general designated in the 
statutes. It is impossible to speci- 
fy them in detail in any act. 


The responsibilities are 
official 


and personal—olflclal in so far as 
the manner in which the law is 
observed by him is concerned; per- 
sonal from the manner in which he 
conducts the business of his .office, 
considers and attends Je the 


wants and wishes of those who 
have placed him in position. 


Upon the official rests a respon- 


sibility affecting his personal wel- 
fare, dependent upon tie manner 
in which he conducts his office. He 
may confine himself strictly to the 
letter of tha law, do tho least 
necessary to comply with it and 
yet avoid official rei'ponslbility. On 
the other hand, he may observe tho " 
law, go beyond Its strict letter, 
give tho fullest interpretation and 
endeavor to act in consonance with 
the spirit and intention of the ln-w 
making power, so act as to win for 
himself general 
credit, 
approval 


and continued, recognition. 


The members of the Board of Su- 


pervisors and its Clerk should re- 
gard the county, the body politic, 
as a {rreat corporation, the citi- 
zens as its stockholders, the Super- 
visors -as its directors and the Clerk, 
as its secretary. The business of 
this corporation being entitled to 
the same careful, conscientious at- 
tention that the stockholders of a 
private corporation wouid dematlci 
and 'expect from the directors and 
officers of such an organization 
with interests 
asi great and im- 
portant. 


The iiinutes of the Boards should 


be full and complete, written with 
subject heads so that the different 
matters considered can be easily 
referred to without recourse to in- 
dex. 
Care should be taken that- 


action of the Board concerning tha 
disbursement of public moneys, or 
where financial responsibility at- 
taches, is so noted that there ran- 
arise no question as to the inten- 
tion, action or authorization of tha 
county's representatives. Tho roll 
should be called, and the vote on 
every proposition of importance 
should appear. 
Tho receipt and 


consideration of all documents of 
ar.y importance shuuld be noted in 
the minutes, their contents briefly 
referred to, so that in case of loss 
an identifying record exists. 
Re- 


ports of ofllcers should be- noted 
briefly, yet the gisf. of their con- 
tents should appear. 
Often these 


reports are valuable because of tha 
statistical nature of their con- 
tents, and in after years, unlfisa 
the bound records of tho Board 
contain the information, it is ofcon 
impossible to obtain it. Documents 
of special importance should ba 
noted so that a correct idea of their 
cor.tents can be obtained. Often It 
Is well to have agreements as to 
use of land for tanks and water 
plants, etc., spread in fu)i. All pa- 
pers of importance should bu Tiled, 
properly endorsed, and we have 
found that by numbering each pa- 
per and registering it by name 
number in a book designated "In- 
dex to Documents" consecutively 
numbered, with columns showing 
"subject 
matter," 
"description" 


and "date of filing." that much 
time is .mvprl; the documents cn.n. 
be easily referred to, and there is 
no danger of their being: lost or 
mislaid. 
The public, too, , appre- 


ciates the convenience of the sys- 
tem adopted. 


In the letting- of contracts, the 


receipt of bicls and in advertising, 
the law should be closely followed 
—every step should be watched— 
else serious trouble may occur. 
Especially should attention be paid 
to the resolutions passed by the 
Board concerning the dldfiursement 
of public moneys, or where the* 
foundation is laid for subsequent 
litigation or action having to do 
with the financial or other interests 
or concerns of the county. 
The 


Clerk often prepares tbese resolu- 
tions, and he should see to it that 
they are not ambiguous or unintel- 
ligible, as 
often happens unless 


care is taken. 
- 
: 
In the passing of ordinances, ths 


granting of franchises or the ac- 
ceptance of deeds for right of way, 
etc., the provisions of the 
law 


should be carefully observed, es- 
pecially ay regards authentication, 
publication and the final action of 
the Board establishing proof of 
publication of ordinances. Deeds 
should be recorded and afterwards 
obtained from the Recorder and 
filed. No portion of t'ae work o£ 
the Hoard of Supervisors Is more 
important than that having to do 
with the opening of, construction 
of, 
and 
maintenance 
of, public 


roads and highways. 


The greatest care should be taken 


in keeping and preserving these 
road record?. Important questions 
as to rights and titles frequently 
arise in which the taxpayers and 
property owners are vitally inter- 
ested. 
After 
many years have 


elapsed, legal questions occur. 
It 


is necessary that the road records 
of a county be so kept that it can 
be easily ascertained what steps 
were taken at the time of accept- 
ance and 
dedication, and 
from 


what time down to date. 


It la regarded as highly import- 


ant whei: a civil action is com- 
menced that registers -should Le 
kept by tho County Clerk In which 
are detailed each transaction in . 
connection therewith. It is equal- 
ly important that a road register 
be kept, in addition to the "Road 
Book1' required by law, in which 
every step taken in the establish- 
ment of a public road of any im- 
portance be shown In detail. Date 
of presentation and filing of each 
and every document should appear 
—date of and action of the Board 
regarding such should bo noted 
and the book and page of tho 
minutes 
detailing 
such 
action 


shown. 


Another duty, where the Board is 


interested, and where failure on 
tho part of the Clerk to properly 
discharge his duties might involve 
them to a responsible extent, and 
himself Incur flnancia.1 responsibil- 
ity affecting his official bond, is i!i 
•the mutter of .allowance of claims 
and 
certiflca'.ion 1-y him of 
the 


same to the Auditor and Treasurer. 
He should see to it that tho bills 
before being ceitified by him to 
those cincers have been approved 
by a majority of the Auditing and 
Finance Committee, signed by the 
Chairman of the Board, that each 
claim bears his attestation, and 
exercise tl.e greatest carp, in order 
that no claim be certified for any- 
thing except tUe exact amount due. 
' In the more important counties, 
the Supervisors Era assisted by a. 
County Expert or Clerk cf the Au- 
diting and Finance Committee ap- 
pointed by them; but in the small- 
er counties upon the Clerk gener- 
ally .falls the task of seeing that 
the bills are properly drawn, prop- 
erly certified and sworn to, lUed 
and in shape for final action by tha 
Beard. In this work there is much 
detail to observe, and experience 
has shown that unless the great- 
est care is taken tho Jirsi knowl- 
edge that mistakes have been made 
is likely to be communicated to 
those interested by the expert of 
the Grand Jury. 


A conscientious official, in 
the 


more important counties of the 
State, where practically he is, as 
County Clerk and Clerk of tha 
Board of Supervisors, the Clerk of 
the people In every sense of the 
we^-d—the one to whom they apply 
for information witli regard to pub- 
lic business — can make hosts of 
friends. The people as a-rule are 
not posted in regard to public af- 
fairs, are In the dark as to how to 
proceed to obt-iln information of In- 
terest and value. • Diffident, .often; 
embarrassed, unable at . times to - . 
clearly indicate their.desires, fear- 
. - 


.ful, Jtoo4 st being; repulsed by. tfW! • 


official— and too often there Is rea- 
' 


son for such diffidence and embar- 
rassment— officials often forset to- 
be patient, forget that the people 
placed them .in office to represent 
their interests and to serve them in 
as accommodating and helpful a 
manner as possible. 


A public ofllcial should endeavor 


to familiarize himself with all de- 
tails of public business, concern- 
ing other, public offices as well as 
his -own — should have a general 
idea,- be able to .Intelligently di- 
rect. Such knowledge will greatly 
benefit him and greatly help and 
please the public and be not for- 
gotten. 


The people should be kept fh- 


formed as to the details of public 
business. 
The 
fullest 
publicity 


should be given. They should not 
be kept in the dark. Fullest state- 
ments of public business, instead 
of 
arousing 
criticism, 
disarms. 


Keep from tha people the facts and 
they exaggerate and distort. Give 
them the facts, let them see for 
themselves, and they are juat. In 
our county for the past three years 
this has 
been done, and it has 


helped and encouraged those dis- 
charging public duties to see how 
the people approved. 
Too often 


you hea.r it remarked that the peo- 
ple arc ungrateful- that no matter 
how well a public oincial may dis- 
charge his duties his future is not 
favorably affected by so doing. I 
do not deny that there la frequent- 
ly cause for this conclusion. .A 
public official often observes evi- 
dence of public -ingratitude and in- 
difference. 
Too often 
the thou- 


sands of worthy acts are fortrot- 
te.n in the moment of mistake. Too 
often the public listens to tho voice 
of the defamei- and slanderer and 
fails to defend and uphold those 
really deserving. I believe, though, 
that a County Clerk and Clerk of 
the Board of Supervisors— that any 
public official — can by a sincere, 
conscientious endeavor to accom- 
modate and help his constituents In 
every way possible, not only by 
discharging those duties particu- 
larly enjoined upon him, but by 
going outside of official lines and 
assisting the citizen in any mat- 
ter in which he may be concerned, 
wi'.l be appreciated and rewarded. 
His official relations with his broth- 
er officers, and particularly with 
the Board of Supervisors, should 
be of the pleasantest character. He 
should endeavor to uphold and 
help them in the discharge of their 
duties. Allow no jealousies to in- 
tervene, co-operate ,as far as pos-- 
sible, go outside of his office if 
necessary to make more satisfac-. 
tory the transaction of public bus!-' 
ness. 


The relations of the Clerk with 


the members of tho Board of Su- 
pervisors are necessarily most In- 
timate. 


The Clerk should endeavor to 


avoid anything that would lead to 
lack of harmony .in his relations 
with the Supervisors. He is their 
Clerk, and through him the wishes 
of his constituents and others must 
necessarily often. b& conveyed — if 
he enjoys pleasant relations with 
them, if he possesses their confi- 
dence, he will be able to accom- 
plish much more for his constit- 
uents. 


It is his fluty to be on the best 


of terms with the Supervisors. He 
can assist them greatly. They ap- 
preciate the fact. 
If ho is con- 


scientious, fair, honorable in his 
dealing's with them, satisfies them 
that ha desires to do that which 
will benefit and be to the best in- 
terest of a'.l, that he has no deniro 
to obtain any partisan or unfair 
advantage, they ;'will soon, even 
though their pol^tjcal 
affiliations 


are different, begin, to regard him 
as their confidential clerk, soon 
often defer .to his judgment when 
matters are being considered wlthi 
which he is necessarily more famil- 
iar. 
Soon this mutual confidence 


will beneilt tho people — the public 


• as well as tha officials— and the 


transacting of public business will 
be more easily and satisfactorily 
discharged, 
duties 
better per- 


formed, responsibilities more eas- 
ily borne.
